Marked Progress is Being Made in 


the Program of Preserving Na- 


tional Forests of East 


URGE STATE COOPERATION 


Over Two Million Acres Have Al- 


ready Been Acquired for Forests 


in 11 Eastern States 


{By United Press) 


Washington, Feb. 12—Marked pro- 


gress is being made in the program 
of preserving and adding to the na- 
tional forests of the east, the Na- 
tional Forest Reservation Commis- 
sion of the agricultural department 
slated in a report of its 10 years of 
labor. 


More than 200,000,000 acres of 


cut-over waste 
and 
unproductive 


forest land in the east offers a vast 
problem, which can only be solved 
by local and state co-operation with 
the government, the commission stat- 
ed. This land must be made to pro- 
duce again, or tfie east will in a .com- 
paratively short time find its for- 
est resources exhausted, the commis- 
sion warns.
